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DR. HEINRICH VITZDMANN, a witness, took the stand and testified 

as follows: 
BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

Q What is your name? 

A Dr. Heinrich Vitzdmann., 

Q Will you repeat this oath after me: 

I ewear by God, the Almighty and Omniscient, that I will speak the pure 
truth and will withhold and add nothing. 

(The witness repeated the oath.) 


COLONEL NEAVE: You may sit down. Dr. Weisgerber, will you give 


j2 
us 2 rich statement of the matters you wish this witness to bring out. I 


think I asked Defense Counet® to submit this statement in writing. 

DR. WEISGERBER: I will do that in the future. The witness shall 
testify concerning the concentration camp near Stettin and concerning the 
happenings of November 8, 1934 as far as the Gestapo is concerned, 

COLONEL NEAVE; The Concentration Camp is described as Vulken Werft? 

DR. WEISGERBER: Yes - near Stettin, 


COLONEL NZAVE: Will you go on? 
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DIRECT EXAMINATION, 

BY DR. HEIM: 

What is your name? 

Dr. Heinrich Vitzdmann 

When were you born? 

February 29th, 1892, 

Where 

At Stralsund, 

What was your career with the Police? 

A In 1922 I entered the Prussian administration as a legal assistant, 
in 1927 I became Regierungsvat and during that time I worked especially with 
police matters, In 1933, I became assistant chief of the Police in Stettin, 
but without any supervision over the political police. In 1936 I was made 
Chief of Police at the Main Police Office at Konigsberg. I was also in charge 
of the local Gestapo office.in the middle of 1939 I was transferred out of the 
Gestapo again and then became police president, 

Q In 1934, when you were the assistant to the Chief of Police in Stettin, 
did you turn in and report SS Oberfuhrer Engel because in the area of Vulkan 
Werft he had an unauthorized concentr:tion camp? 

A Engel at that time was my chief as Police President and I was his 
assistant or deputy. Engel had on the terrain on the former Vulken Werft an 
unauthorized concentration camp. He had that camp administered by SS men that, 
he had sent from Berlin, 

COLONEL NEAVE: Will you please ee this man's name and what 
position he held in the SS? 


DR, HEIM: The witness said that the man was SS Oberfuhrer Engel, 


COLONEL NEAVE: Was he im charge of this concentration camp? L- 
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DR. HEIM: The witness has said that Engel had organized this con- 
centration camp and that Engel was the Chief of Police. 

THE WITNESS; May I add something? 

COLONEL NEAVE; Yes, 

THX WITNESS; Engle was formerly chief of the SS in Pommern and was 
made Police President at Stettin. 
BY DR, HEIM: 

4 Did you at that time report Engel? 

A Yes, 1 reported Engel after 1 heard of various cases of mal-trestment 
of persons at the concentration camp, especially the mistreathent of Jews who 
refused to give Engel either money or material, such as coal for instance. 
These happenings were reported to me by Gestapo members in Stettin, men who 
did not have anything to do actually with the Concentration camp. I then went 
to the President of Stettin and reported to him the entire matter, 

Q What erganization or office took measures against Engel? 

A The state president went to Berlin and brought the entire matter to 
the attention of Goering. 

COLONEL NEAVE: We will now recess for ten minutes, 


(THE COMMISSION RECESSED AT 1130 HOURS.) 
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BY DR. HEIM: 

O I should like to repeat my last cuestion. What office took action 
against Engel? 

A Goering personally ordered an assessor, a legal assistant, to 
investigate the incidents in Stettin on the report that the State President 
had given him. He carried on this investigation aided by officials of the 
Gestapo who gave him very strong support in uncovering the crimes that had 
been committed, He then reported personally to Goering. Then Goering entered 
an action against the guilty persons through the Ministry of Justice. 

O In what capacity did Goering proceed at that time? 

A Goering was at that time Head of the Gestapo in Prussia and at the same 
time Prime Minister. 

© What part did the Gestapo of Stettin have in the procedure against 
Engel? 

A The Gestapo of Stettin had no part in the incidents which took place 
in Vulkan Werft; on the contrary they reproached them. 

© Did the Commission avail themselves of the Gestapo officials of 
Stettin at that time? 

A Goering's deputy had specially trustworthy Gestapo officials present 
at the investigations and interrogations. 

Q What happened to the guilty persons? 

A The guilty people were sentenced by a legal trial to penal servitude 
but on the 30th of June, 1934, they were executed, on Goering!s orders. 


© Did the Gestapo officials have any personal disadvantages by having 


proceeded against Engel? 4 
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A One of Goering's first measures was to rob Engel of his post. But 
very soon an opposition movement arose in the police department of the 
Ministry of the Interior. The Gestapo officials who had a hand in this 
were ordered to appear in Berlin. There they were interrogated and most of 
them were transferred to other posts. After some time I myself was also 
transferred. The National Socialist Party did not want to accept my member- 
ship because of behavior detrimental to the Party. Then Goering once more 
interceded and finally relieved Engel of his post. Engel then became 
Director of the Garbage Disposal of Berlin. 

Q I would now like to have the witness testify as to the events of the 
pogrom of the Sth and 9th of November 1938. First, concerning the conference 
in Munich on the 8th of November that was convened by Heydrich. Were you 
present at the meeting of the Gestapo officials that had been called by 
Heydrich on the &th of November? 

A Yes, but the meeting took place on the 9th of November. 

Q Did Heydrich declare that a Jewish Pogrom was going to take place 
that night? 

A Yes. Heydrich had all the officials looked for in their hotels and 
also on the streets, in order to invoke them to a meeting. At this meeting 
he declared that reprisal actions were going to take place for the murder 
of the Councillor of the Embassy in Paris, von Rath, 

O. At what time of day did this discussion begin? 


A. The meeting must have taken place between 9:00 and 10:00 P. M. 


Q Did Heydrich say who had issued the instructions concerning the Jewish 


Pogrom? 
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A Heydrich did not pronounce the name very clearly but he left no doubt 
as to the fact that the action was instigated by Goebbels, 
Q Did Heydrich obviously agree with the carrying out of this pogrom? 
LT, HARRIS: I think this is entirely immaterial and I objedt on 
this count. The question calls for a conclusion and it is irrelevant. 
I have no objection to the witness testifying as to what Heydrich said but 
I object to the witness testifying as to his conclusions as to what Heydrich's 
personal feelings were, 
COLONEL NEAVE: I sustain that objection. Dr. Heim, will you find 
out from the witness what Heydrich said? 
BY DR, HEIM: 
Q Did Heydrich make any remarks to show that he did not agree, was not 
agreeing with Jewish Pogroms? 


A Heydrich explained very clearly that this pogrom did not rise out of 


a police action, that the police had absolutely nothing to do with anything 


of this sort and that if the police did have a hand in it it would only be as far 
as preventive measures were concerned, 
Q You used the term "police." Do you mean police in general, or the Gestapo? 
A The entire police, Gestapo included. 
Q Did Heydrich in his speech ask the Gestapo to participate in this pogrom? 
A No. On the contrary, Heydrich forbade the Gestapo expressly to have any 
active part in this pogrom. On the contrary, he asked the Gestapo officials who 
were present to return as quickly as possible to their offices and to try every- 


thing to put an early end to this pogrom, They were, above all, to see to it 


that no meetings took place, 
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Q In Document 3051-P3, submitted by the Prosecution, it says under No. 2, 
This is a teletype to all offices of the Police and Police Main Offices, written 
by Heydrich, - if the directives mentioned in paragraph 1 are carried out, 
the demonstrations that are going to take place are not to be prevented by 
the police but the police are to see to it that the keeping to the direct- 
ives is being guarded or watched, How do you explain this contradiction -- 


LT. HARRIS: I just wondered whether you had a copy of the German 


to be submitted to the witness so that he can read it. He may have seen it 


before but as a matter of accommodation I think it would be helpful to the 
witness. 
COLONEL NEAVE: Are you putting this document to the witness? 
(The document was handed to the witness.) 
BY DR. HEIM: 

Q How do you explain the contradiction between what Heydrich said in 
Munich and these instructions which I have just submitted to you? 

A This contradiction I explain by the development of events which had 
occurred in the meantime. At the time that Heydrich spoke to the Gestapo 
officials he knew nothing of the events themselves. At the time when he 
issued his orders to the Gestapo offices many of the synagogues were already 
on fire and excesses had already taken place. Therefore he could at such 
time issue only such orders as could be carried out, There would have been 
no sense in having: tried to have the synagogues guarded during the nieht 
after many of them had already been reduced to ashes, 

DR. HEIM: The witness is now supposed to testify as to the behavior 


of the Gestapo in Königsberg at the time of the Jewish Pogroms. 
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COLONEL NEAVE: Did you state at the beginning that he was going to 
describe these events? 

DR. HEIM: Yes. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Are you referring to the Jewish Pogrom in 1938 - to 
the Gestapo behavior at Königsberg? 

DR. HEIM: Yes, The witness is to testify as to what happened after 
Heydrich's speech, in the Gestapo office in Königsberg. 

COLONEL NEAVE: All right, 

BY DR. HEIM: 

Q When did you return to the Gestapo Office, Königsberg, from Muhich? 

A I left immediately the next morning and arrived in Königsberg one or 
one-and-a-half days later. 

Q What, as Chief of the Gestapo there, did you hear had happened in your 
absence during the Jewish Pogrom? 

A I first learned that the Gestapo had been taken completely by surprise — 

COLONEL NEAVE: Dr. Heim, is what this witness OT ee in 
Königsberg during his absence at the Munich Conference relevant? Also, I 
don't remember that you referred to the events at Königsberg in your original 
statement. I am sure you did not, The witness may state his own knowledge 
of what happened in the Gestapo office in Königsberg but he may not state 
anything regarding to hearsay happenings during his absence in Munich. 

DR. HEIM: The witness can testify as to what was submitted to him as 
official matters when he returned 56 his K8nigsberg office and the action that 
he took concerning the Jewish pogrom which had not yet been concluded. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Well, let us keep this short because you never raised 


this at the beginning. Let's hear what action he took. 


< 
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BY DR. HEIM: 

Q What did you learn at Königsberg? 

A I heard from the director of the Executive Department that the 
Synagogue had been set on fire and had burned down, I also learned that 
certain buildings belonging to the Jews had been evacuated and had been 
seized by the troops. I also learned that show windows in the main streets 
had been demolished and plundered. Gestapo officials had been commandeered 
everywhere immediately in order to prevent further looting. Groups fade up 
of members of the population had entered various flats, had seized the 
furniture, linen, and clothing, had thrown them on the street and had dis- 
tributed these articles there. As soon as such cases became known, Gestapo 
employees were sent there. Moreover, about three or four men in S.A. uniforms 


were repponsible for the death of three to four Jews, I had these people 


> 
arrested immediately and handed them to the guards. 


Q What action did you take concerning plundered Jewish property? 

A I had heard that much of this property had been acquired by circles 
of the political leaders and party members. I went immediately to the Gau- 
leiter and requested that he order that all such property as had been acquired 
from Jews, even if it had been bought, was to be returned immediately and 
deposited with the Gestapo, This order was carried out to a great extent 
and wherever possible the property was returned to the rightful owners. At 
that time many Jews approached the Gestapo, asking that they be protected by 
the Gestapo because they knew they would be treated well there. Several party 
officers immediately tried to get possession of the houses that had been 
forcefully evactuated. The Gestapo itself took no part in buying such houses 


or in taking possession of such houses. 
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Q Were distinguished Jews arrested by the Gestapo in Königsberg? 

A When I returned to Königsberg a number of Jews had been arrested by 
reason of Heydrich's order, I did not send these people to a concentration 
camp but kept them in rooms on the premises of a Fire Brigade School, I saw 
to it that they were well quartered and well fed. In the course of the weeks 
following one after another of these Jews was released. 

DR. HEIM: I have four more questions. 
BY DR. HEN: 

Q Did members of your Gestapo office enrich themselves by taking Jewish 
property? 

A No, not a single Gestapo employee did so. I had alsp issued written 
orders that anyone who took such actions would be dismissed immdiately. The 
Gestapo officials did not do any such thing for this reason also -- because 
they considered the whole action a crime. 

© Were you not pressed by several sides to arrest a certain woman, a half- 
Jewish woman called Fleischer, in Königsberg? 

A Yes, this woman 

COLONEL NEAVE: Wait a minute. Do you think we need a description 
of this incident? Can't we just know whether this person was arrested or not? 
DR. HEIM: This is the second to the last cuestion. 
BY THE WITNESS: 

A This half-Jewish woman, Fleischer, who was considered full Jewish in 

the terms of the Nurnberg Laws, had carried on a very intimate relationship 


with the Councillor of the Embassy in Paris, vomRath, who had been murdered, 


Pressure was put upon me to see to it that this woman would be sent to a | 0 
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concentration camp so that nothing would become known of this. I refused for 
two reasons, first, because in my opinion an intimate relationship, a love 
relationship, is no reason for sending anyone to a concentration camp; secondly, 
because I did not wish to support Goebbels! thesis. I then went to Berlin and 
reported to Dr. Best. After considerable discussion he declared himself to 
agree to my opinion, Up to the middle of 1939, until which time I was in 
Königsberg, nothing happened to this Jewess, 

DR. HEIM: I have no further questions. 


THE SS 
DR. HENZEL; I should like to ask one question for the SS. 


In the Decree that was submitted to you it says that the Gestapo might make 
use of the SS in order to keep order. Do you remember whether in these 
hectic days of the 9th and 10th of November, SS groups were used to sustain 


order on the streets? 
THE WITNESS: I heard nothing of such actions in Königsberg or 
East Prussia. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: 

Q I want to ask you a few questions about the Stettin Camp. How long 
had that camp been in existence when it was closed up. 

A Several months. 

Q Can you tell me by whom it was manned - who were the men who were 
acting guards of the camp? 

A The acting guards were exclusively SS men, They were in part rather 


wild looking men, people Engel had brought from old fighting groups in Berlin.

Q We have been told by other witnesses that there were other camps of 
this kind, unauthorized camps, Do you personally know of any others beside 
Stettin? 

A No. 

Q What was wrong with the conditions in this camp? 

A First of all it was a camp that had not been approved. Secondly, the 
quartering was really unworthy of human beings. Thirdly, mal-treatment took 
place to a great extent. Fourthly, the reasons for which these people had 
been arrested were objectionable ones because on most of these people pressure 
had been put consisting of blackmail. For example, if the SS needed coal, 
they looked for a coal dealer, preferably a Jew, in order to supply this fueL 
free of cost. If the dealer did not want to supply the coal he was put into 
the camp until he declared himself willing to supply the fuel. 


O What was the number of internees in the camp when it was closed up? 


A I can only give an estimate - I believe below 100. 


Q Were prisoners brought to that camp from other districts outside Stet tin? 
A Yes, especially fromthe SS District Pomerania, 
O Was that a district which came under Engel? 
A Yes, in his capacity as SS leader. 
Q Were people brought to Stettin from areas outside the jurisdiction 
of Engel's command? 
A I don't believe so, 
Q You have told us that people were brought there to be blackmailed by 
the SS. Were the SS generally throughout the country blackmailing people and 


behaving in that kind of a way, whether or not they had a concentration camp 


handy? 
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A No, that was not the case. This happened only in certain places where 
responsible leaders were liable to carry on such excesses. 

Q Can you tell me other areas where excesses were carried on by the SS? 

A I might mention Berlin, in the infamous Columbia House, but I have no 
definite information. 

Q Can you tell us about the infamous Columbia House? 

A No, I cannot. 

Q Can you give us any brief idea as to what happened at the infamous 
Columbia House? 


DR. HENZEL: I should like to object because the witness just said 


that he knew nothing about the Columbia House and he is now being asked to 


give information about it. 
BY COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: 
Q Well, let me ask you this, Was the Columbia House a place of detention 
run by the SA? 
I cannot say, I do not know, 


COLONEL NEAVE: The witness has repeatedly said that he does not 


COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES. I accept that; I just wanted to find out 
to what extent he did not know, 
BY COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: 
Q We have been told of other unauthorized camps being organized by the SA. 
Do know of the existence or did you at that time know of the existence of any 
such camps? 
A I heard nothing of any camps that were established, if you mean at 


about that time. 
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©. I meant at about that time, 

A. No. 

©. Were there camps established by the SA at any other time? 

A I know nothing of the SA nor of the SS. I only knew of concentration 
camps that were erected officially later, 

Q Why did you ask specifically whether I was referring to about that 


time or not. 

A Because I wanted to distinguish between the establishment of official 
concentration camps. 

© Did the SA cooperate in any way with the SS in the running and organ— 
ization or the setting up of the Stettin Camp? 

A The SA had nothing to do with it. It was an SS Camp. 

Q I want to ask you about the authorized camps. 

COLONEL NEAVE: I stopped Lt. Harris this morning on the grounds that 

he was not confining himself as far as possible to cross-examining on matters 5

COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: Perhaps I can make the object of my question 
clear and I think you will see that I am keeping within that arrangement. 
This witness has given evidence which in a word can be summarized as going to 
show that the Gestapo is a perfectly legal and harmless organization. When 
I say that I am going to ask him about the authorized concentration camps I 
am going to do so only insofar as the Gestapo are concerned and in order to 


rebut that evidence that they were harmless, legal organizations. 
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COLONEL NEAVE: Dr. Weisgerber, I do see that in your application 
you state that the facts that this witness is supposed to prove are relevant 
because they refer to action by the Gestapo against ill-treating of prisoners 
and arrests contrary to the law, Perhaps you would like to see your original 
application. (Application handed to Dr. Weisberger. ) 

DR. WEISBERGER: We asked that this witness be called expressly to 
examine him on whether the Gestapo took action against the unauthorized camp 
in Stettin. I did not have this witness called on matters concerning Gestapo 
actions nor concerning other concentration camps. I would like to state that 
later I shall ask for a witness to be called who is to testify as to the 
relationship of the Gestapo to concentration camps so that the cuestions the 
prosecution would like to ‘we now are, guperfluous,

COLONEL NEAVE: E do not How this witness qualifies as an expert 
on concentration camps. I think it will be preferable to confine ourselves to 
this incident about which he is 2 e testify. 

BY COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: 

Q. Let me then turn to the November 1938 demonstrations. Did I under- 
stand you to tell us that the Gestapo took no criminal action during the course 
of those demonstrations? 

A Yes. 

Q You know, do you not, that on the lOth of November Heydrich sent an 
order to all State Police Stations instructing the police, so far as their 
other duties allowed them, to arrest in all districts as many Jews, especially 


rich ones, as could be accommodated in the prisons. Do you know that? 


A Yes. 
E a 


Q Wait one moment, Do you know that only healthy men and men not too old | S 
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were to be arrested? 

A Yes. 

© And that upon their arrest the appropriate concentration camps were 
to be contacted immediately? 

A Yes, I know all that, 

Q Was there any just cause for arresting Jews on the 10th and llth of 
November? 

A No. I do not know, but I imagine that this order was issued to see to 
it that the action was carried out with as little bloodshed as possible amd in 
order to undermine the action, 

Q But why should it be necessary to arrest as many healthy Jews as possible 
in order to avoid bloodshed? 

A I cannot say what the reasons were because we got this order, 

© I am not asking what the reasons were for the order - I am asking 
whether you agree with me that it was wholly unjustified? 

A Yes, I considered it unjustifiable and all the Gestapo employees also 
considered it unjustifiable. 

Q Was such an arrest in complete contradiction to the laws then in force 
in Germany? 

A Yes and I carried out only part of this order by not sending the Jews 
into the concentration camp but by quartering them in a Fire Brigade School. 

Q My questions are not directed to you personally - I am asking generally. 
In actual fact 20,000 Jews were arrested on that day, were they not? 

A I do not know how many Jews were arrested. 


Q If Heydrich reported on the llth of November to Coering that 20,000 


«x 


Jews had been arrested, you would accept that figure » would you not? | ( 
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A Yes, if Heydrich says so. 

Q Now can you explain to me why, if the Gestapo was an organization 
that was used only for lawful purposes, they should participate in the wholly 
illegal and unjustifiable arrest of 20,000 Jews? 

A The Gestapo did not take any part in this action as such but only 
carried out police orders that were issued to the Gestapo. 


Q I understood you to say that you yourself, your own Gestapo, had 
arrested a number of Jews? 


A Yes. 


Q You were in November 1938, the head of the Gestapo in K8nigsberg? 


A Yes. 
Q 


It was your Gestapo officers who assisted in the arrest of a number 
of jews? 
A Yes, they did. 
© Well, let me ask you now, why do you say that the Gestapo did not 
assist in the arrest of Jews? 
A In the actual arrest, yes. 
Q Well do you think that it was lawful to arrest Jews who had committed 
no offence, for no other reason than that they looked healthy, or not too old? 
A When I returned to Königsberg they Had already been arrested and I 
imagine this order was carried out in order to put as disk an end to the 
whole matter as possible. 

Q Very well. Now I am going to pursue that matter. Let me ask you 
one further question upon the events of November, Do you know that according 
to Heydrich, reporting on the llth of November, 191 synagogues had been set 


on fire and another 76 had been completely destroyed? 
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A I do not know the exadt number. 
Q Well you can take that figure from Heydrich. Do you consider it a 


proper course to adopt for the Secret State Police to stand by and do nothing 


to prevent that destruction taking place? 


A I was told that the Gestapo did not hear of this action until after the 


action was already instigated and in full swing. 

Q If the Gestapo was a legal and proper organization why should it ever 
have had orders of that nature issued to it, whatever time those orders 
happened to arrive? 

A I don't quite understand the cuestion. 

© Do you think an order issued by a head office, to arrest as many jews 
as the prisons will hold and to stand by and not interfere while Jewish 
synagogues and property were burned down -- do you think such an order is a 
legal and proper order? 

DR. WEISGERBER: I object because the question asks the witness to 
give a personal impression. 

COLONEL NEAVE: I think as an important person in the Gestapo he might 
answer the question; the question really is whether he thinks it was right or 
wrong. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: That is correct. 

DR. WEISGERBER: I should like to point out that in this very room 
questions of the defense concerning opinions of witnesses have been objected 
to and as far as I know, interrogation here is not to be concer ning opinions 


of individual persons but the general idea of an organization or unit as a whole, 


be 
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COLONEL CRIFFITH-JONES: That is perfectly true but at the same time 
this man has given evidence that he was at a conference with Heydrich where 
these orders were given. 

COLONEL NEAVF: Could the question therefore be framed in respect to 
the conference? 

COLONEL CRIFFITH-JONES: This witness has said that the Gestapo was 
not a criminal organization. I am entitled, therefore, to find out what his 


ideas af "criminal" are. There is no difference between asking this cuestion 


and asking him whether or not the Gestapo was a criminal organization. ALL 


he can do is give his opinion, 

COLONEL NEAVE: Yes, Dr. Weisgerber, we mst allow this cuestion 
because the witness, by putting himself in the box has put himself forward 
as a crediflable witness and therefore, particularly as he was present at the 
conference at which these orders were given, he may be cross-examined as 
to whether he thinks they were right or wrong. 

BY COLONEL GRIFFITH-JON*S: 

Q. Now will you answer my question? Do you think that order was a proper 
order or a wholly unjustifiable and illegal order? 

'A Like my employees, I also did not consider this order a proper one but 
we thought that the possible reason for it might have been that by these means 
the excitement that prevailed among the population was to be stopped. 

Q I do not want to press this matter but are you telling us now that by 
allowing all the synagogues in sight to be burned down and by the arrest of 
20,000 innocent persons, you were likely to stop the excitement? 


A No, I personlly did not believe this. 
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COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: No further cross-examination. 


LT. HARRIS: I have a question or two to put to the witness, 


COLONEL NEAVE: I think it is time to adjourn. You can ask 


your questions after Lunch.
